in order to relieve him as far as possi-

He . slept very well during 
the night:and expressed himself a feeling 
quiet aud comfortable, though weak this morn- 
ing. At 6:30 this morning his pulse was 96; tem- 
perature, 98-9; respiration, 2%. Tenderness of the 
jower extremities to the tonch has considerably 
diminished, He is taking with relish every two 
hours some chicken broth, made more nutritious 
by the addition of raw égg albumen. At 12:30 
p.m. to-day his pulse was 100; temperature, 99-7; 
respiration, 23; Will continag to keep you ad- 
vised of the progress of the case.

WHO THEY ARE AND WHAT THEY Do, 
WasHinoton, July 6.—From the time danger-

heavily upon his hands, and his arms across his 
knees. Mr. Windom was at the table, pale, and 
his face bearing traces of trouble. Mr. Kirkwood 
occupied an alcove near Mr. James, holding for 
hours before him in trembling hands a newspa- 
per which he could not read. Mr. MacVeagh sat 
atthe table with Mr. Windom. Mr. Hunt and 


Mr. Lincoln walked about, the latter early 
in the evening with M fair-haired 
daughter, a child of ten, who pressed 


ber cheek against his hand as she looked upon 
the saddened company.. Only the physicians and 
their attendants, the family and the wives of the 
members of the cabinet, were admitted beyond 
the library. Mrs, Garfield moved about noise- 
leasly, never losing: he? ‘composure while others 
were around, aud never. faltering in her belief 
thet the president would recover. She retired by 
midnight after quietly taking leave 
of the president, aud as on “yes 
terday he awoke this morning to find her 
hand upon his pillow and a smiling greeting from 
her lips. Miss Mollie, whom her mother had in- 
duced to retire early, entered the sick chamber 
shortly after the president awoke and nestled her 
fresh facein his beard. She too kept her com- 
posure. The president. kissed her and stroked 
her hair and then she took a seat near her moth- 
er, The boys came in presently with manful 
bearing and remained afew minutes. Then ali 
the family retired excepting Mrs. Garfield, who 


remained’ until breakfast was announced. 
Upon - leaving for the breakfast room 
she stopped for a few words with 


the wives of members of the cabinet, to whom she 
expressed herself so confidently of the patient’s 
recovery that they sought the secretaries with 
such glowing accounts of the president’s condi- 
tion and of the indications that carriages were at 
once ordered and all the cabinet members went 
home for needed rest. This was at 8 o’clock 
Thereafter empty carriages made half-hourly 
trips to the white house for reports, all of which 
were 80 favorable that none of the secretaries 
were disturbed and none of them appeared at the 
white house until afternoon. 
AN INCIDENT, 

An incident occurred yesterday which shows 
at once the great good nature of the president, 
his utter abnegation of self, and his intelligent 
recognition of the importance of the physicians’ 
order for remaining quiet. General Swaim was 
sitting by the bedside fanning the suffering presi- 
dent, who persisted in talking to his attendant. 
General Swaim remoggtrated with him several 
times about continuing such efforts against the 
order of bis physicians. His remonstrance fail 
ing to produce the desired effect, General Swaim 
said, in a petulant tone: ‘! won't talk to you aud 
won't listen to you. Why don’t you keep quiet?”’ 
The president laughed at this Gutburst of his old 
friend and said: ‘‘ Whatisthe use,in your getting 
mad with me, Swaim’ You know sick people 
must be indulged.:’ To this General Swaim said: 
“] will get mad if you don’t stop talking now. 
You must keep guiet. If you don’t I won’t take 
care of youand won't let anyone else do it.”’

“What has happened to make you think so?”

I was permitted to go into 
his room, on making a promise tliat I would not 
talk tohim. After I entered the room he looked 
up, recognized me and beckoned me to come to 
his bedside. Asl came up he put out bis hand, 
aud taking mine, said: ‘This is a bad fix j have 
got in, but I am going to pull through.’ I told 
him that I hoped and believed that he would, but 
i had promised not to talk with him, and if { did 
they would put me out. He said: ‘No, I guess 
they won’t. I remember, during the war, when 
you were in something of the same fx 
that I am now and got through, and I will 
pull through this one.’ I said, ‘Mr. President, 
you must not talk.’ He replied, ‘Yes, they don’t 


| want me todo munch talking, but a little will not 


do much harm.’ I then bid him good morniag 
and left the chamber. He isa remarkable man.”’

Words are let 
drop, kind expressions are repeated, and bit by 
bit comes out ofthe heart history of the loving 
pair. Such stories spread. Allareonly too will- 
ing to help embalm in the memory of triends the 
ministry of loveand geatieness, of kindness, 
and of devotion which the national executive 
mansion discloses, People have taken the stories 
to heart, and they are fashioning inwardly por- 
traits of the president which would do no injus- 
tice to the kindest and best of men the earth ever 
saw. There is a hero worship here that is carried 
out toa surprising extent, but the people know 
and feel there isa geod basis for much of what 
they believe, and the glamour of devotion adds 
bright and attractive colors to the picture aud 
gives it a setting of love. 


Whe the Doctors Are. 
WASHINGTON, July 6.—The medical officer in 
charge of the president, Doctor Wiilard Bliss, was 
born at Auburn, N. Y., in 1825, and graduated in 
1846 at the medical collegein Cleveland, O. Soon 
after he mmoved to Michigan, first practicing at 
Iona, and afterward at Grand Rapias, in that 
state, where he remained until removing to De- 
troit, just prior to the breaking out of the rebel~- 


dion. He was married in Detroit 
in 1849 to Miss Ducharme, of tha: 
city. At the breaking out of the war 


Dr. Bliss was commissioned surgeon of the Third 
Michigan Volunteers with a brother as his assist~ 
ant. The regiment came to Washington and en- 
gaged in the campaign of Bull Run, at‘which 
battle he was in charge of the division field hos- 
pital, In the fall of 1861 he was one of the medi- 
cal officers selected for commission by President 
Lincoin as diyision surgeon, and on the organiza~ 
tion of the army of the Potomec was attached 


to the staff of the late General Phil 
Kearney, with whose division he 
served until after the battle of Seven 


Pines on the peninsula. His health failing, he 
was ordered to Washington, and placed in charge 
of the hospitals which had been established in 
the churches of this city—the Epiphany and 
others. Later iu 1862 he was ; laced in charge of 
the celebrated Armory sfruare hospital, aud su- 
perintended the erection of the buildiug of that 
hospital, which covered a space of over fifty 
acres, ‘his was the largest hospital in Washing- 
ton during the war, acd wes placed the nearest 
of all to the steamboat waarves and the Virginia 
railway,and to which all of the most danger- 
ously wounded of the soldiers were removed 
for treatmeat. He remaived in charge of 
this hospital until September, 1865, fre- 
quently having under his charge as many as 
twelve or fifteen thousand patients. He was 
urged to accept an a tment in the regular 
army on the medical but declined, and be~ 
gan the practice of profession in this city, 
where he has remained ever since. His standing 
in his profession was such that in 1864 he was 
urged for the appointment of surgeon general of 
the United States army, to fill the vacancy caused 
by thé dismissal of Surgeon-General William A. 
Hammond. He declined the appointment, 
which he might have obtained had he desired it, 
and the present Surgeoa-General Barnes, 

who is now associated with himin the treat- 
ment of the president, succeeded to the appoint. 
mént. On the Organization of the board of 
health of the district, he was appointed by Pres- 
ident Grant one of the members, and was elected 
its president by his colleagues. One of the mem- 
bers W a homce>pathic physscian, Dr. T. 8 

Verdi. ivacticiag amoog others was another 
member of the board, Dr. C. C. Cox, tormerly 
lieutenant-governor «f Maryland, who, while 
a practitioner of the orthodox schocl, was not a 
member of the medical society of the District of 
Columbia, which assumes to con~ 
trol the practice of medicine in the dis- 
trict.. Among other practitioners who were 
non-members of the scciety were two colored 
men, Dr. Augusta, who held a commission as 
surgeon during the war, and Dr, Purvis. These 
were refused admission t» the society on account 
of color. Notwithstanding which non member- 
ship Dr. Bliss found no objection to meeting 
those physic.ans in consultation whenever called 
upon. For this he was severely attacked by the 
members of the scciety and a prolonged struggle 
ensued, in which, public opinion sustaining the 
doctor, the maiter was dropped. However, the 
society, annoyed over their defeat, 
afterward found the cause to atack Di, 
Bliss, from the fact that, believing he had ascer- 
tained a specific remedy for the cure of that terri- 
ble disease, caucer, he had entered into partner-~ 
ship wiih another physiciaa and had used his 
ample means extensively in adveriisiug this spe- 
cific, the famous ‘‘Condurango,'' throughout the 
United States and Europe, The society attacked 
the remedy asa quack medicine, and the matter 
was taken -up by a class of papers who were glad 
to find an eacuse to join in the attacks upon any 


person counected in any manner with 
the government of the District 
of Columbia. His venture in this 


direction nearly impoverished him, but his very 
large practi¢2 has already almost r: stored his for 
tune. D-. Bliss’s connegtion with the case of the 
president begau Saturday as sooy as the shot was 
fired, when the carriage of Secretary Lincoln was 
sent at a rapid pace for him, and he was the first 
phystclan to arrive at the side of the wounded 
president. Upon his arrival Dr. Bliss at once 
des red that Sutgéon-General Barnes and Sur- 
geous James J. Woodward and Basil Norris, of 
the army, should also b3 sent for, 
which was at once done. These phy- 
sicians, with the exception of Dr. Norris and 
together with Dr. Bilss ana Dg, Reyburn, of this 
city, constitute the medical staff who are now in 
attendange ou the illustrious patient. The doc- 
tors, Hamilton, of New York city, and Agnew, 
of Philadelphia, who arrived here at an early 
nour Sunday “morning, were gent for with the 
hearty consent of Dr. Bliss, to whom their 
names had been mentioged by the secretary 
of state. Dr. Agnew and Dc. Hamiltoa joining 
with the resideat physicians, made a careful ex 
amination of the patient, and united in warmly 
complimenting Dr. Bliss and his colleagues upon 
the course of treatment which had been followed 
They declared that @ny additional advice was 
unnecessary, aS was also thelr further presence 
in the city. 

De. Bliss, with Surgeon-General Barces and 
Dr. Norris, were among the physicians sum- 
moned to the bedside ofj Abraham Lincoln in 
1865, and were present at the death sceae. 


Surgeen Hamilton’s Opinion. 
ALL OF THE PRESIDENTS SYMPTOMS WARRANT- 
ING AGRAVE PROGNOSIS. 

New Yorx, July 6.—Dr. Frank K. Hamilton, 
who was called to Washington Sunday night to 
consult with the president's physicians, returned 
to New York on Monday, where he was met bya 
Sun reporter, at his house. Dr. Hamilton said, as 
he he dropped into his study chair; 

“All I can say is that when I left at 3 o'clock 
the president was no worse than he was this 
murning when I arrived até} There was no 
evidence that be was sinkiug: nothing to lead to 
a suspicion that he was at the time. He had 
been vomiting a litiie during the morning, 
it belug of a greenish golor, but in the 
last three or four hours of my stay that had very 
much diminished. The greatest source of his 
suffering has been the pain in his feet and legs, 
and indeed almost the only source of suffering, 
but duriag the forenoon that abated yery much. 
He appears bright and cheerful, and is prompt 
and ready to answer any questions. He turned 
over without eid in bed to have his wound ex 
amined, and said the turning over didn’t hurt 
himatall. The effort of remaining so for twenty 
minutes accelerated his pulse a little, but not 
more than it would the pulse of any person, per- 
haps, with not a serious wound. 

“These symptoms ave not the highest degree 
of gravity, and might not of themselves indicate 
afataliave But when we take them in connec 
tion with the fact that ihe ball seems to have 
penetrated the liver, although of that we cannot 
speak with absolute positiveness, and that it re- 
mains beyond the reach of detection, the symp- 
toms inay be fairly interpreted, | should say, as 
leading to a grave prognosis. The progress of the

If it is not amputated then 
itisaru'e of surgeous to put off the amputation 
as long as possible. The bullet should not now 
be searched for. In a mofith or two, when an 
abscess is formed, the surgeon will then know 
where the bullet is, and may cut it out with 
comparatively little danger. To attempt to re- 
move it now would becotrary to all rules of 
surgery. . 

“The idea that an examination may te made 
through the wound, which bas been suggested in 
some of the dispatches, implies an ignorance of 
surgery. The wound was never a hole. The 
mouth of it was a hollow about the size of the 
eid of my little finger. The bottom was visible 
at the depth of not over a quarter of an inch 

“What was reported asa disagrecment among 
the physicians probab y had reference to the 
necessity which arose of reducing the number of 
the consulting board. There was absolute uni 
formity, I may say, among tae physicians as to. 
all essentials in the treatment of the president; 
but the consulting board was too large for a sick 
chamber. There were at least eight physicians 
in the board before Dr. Agnew arrived. It was 
absolutely necessary (hat the number should be 
reduced, and it was reduc24. I don’t think the 
qual. fications of the physiciaus had anything to 
do with the decisioa as to who should remain.

Mrs. Garfield’s Journey to Washing- 
ton, 

New York, July 6.—It seems that during the 
journey of Mrs. Garfleld to Washington- the.e 
was a@ Very barrow escape from what might have 
been a fatal accident. The‘train that brought Mrs 
Garfield from Lorg Branch consisted of an engine 
and oue Pullman car. When within 
two miles of Bowie station, sixteen 
miles from Washington, the parallel rod on the 
side of the engine broke while the wheels were 
making at least 2 0 revolutions perminute The 
rod is astee]l bar which conuects the wheels, and 
isabout twelve feet long, six inches wide and 
four inches thick. As the engine continued to 
thunder along, although the engineer im- 
mediately reversed the steam and put on air 
brakes, the broken rod bounded with each revo- 
lution of the wheels, tore ugthe ties and con- 
siderably damaged that side of the engine. This 
continued for about two miles before a stop could 
be effected, so great headway had been acquired, 
An eye witness states thet asthe train flew by 
Bowie statidm® splinters of the shat- 
tered ties led the _— air. Had the 
engine left the track the Pullman car wou!d 
have been splintered into kindling wood, and all 
on board killed. 4notheyengine was sent out 
from Washington ang Mrs, Garfield's car was 
brought to thegity. The accideat delayed the 
arrival of the party about half an hour. Kail- 
road men say it is almost a miracle that the en- 
gine did not jump the track, and then all on 
boerd would have been instantly killed.

GRAPHICALLY DESCRIBED BY A SCHOOLMATE 
NOW IN ATLANTA, 


~ ao esterday a CONSTITUTION reporter had an in- 


teresting conversation with a man who was for 
ten years.a schoolmate of Guiteau, the man who 
furnished the sensation which now has the at- 
tention of the American people. The gentleman 
referred to is Mr. F. R. Barford, who resides at 
4‘0 Whitehall street. In answertoa query, Mr. 
Berford said. Y 

“I knew Guiteau when ke was a 
schoolboy, and, in fact, I spent fully ten years 
with him as one of my schoolmates. We went to 
school at one time to H. C. Burchard, who is now 
director of the mint at Philadelphia, but who was 
prior tothe war a school teacher, at Freeport, 
Illinois. Freeport was my home then, and was 
also the home of L. W. Guiteau, the father of the 
young man who shot the president. Old man 
Guiteau, who I believe is dead now, was a man 
who had the confidence and esteem of the whole 
people of Freeport, and figured in all public en- 
terprises and on all public occasions. Nothing 
whatever could be said against him. The others 
of the family, however, were ina bad way. He 
had a brother named A. B. Guiteau, who wasa 
worthless sort of a fellow, loafing about the sa- 
loons and making himself generally of no ac- 
count, The fellow’s wife had money, however, 
and my father built a very handsome house for 
them. Finally, however, the old lady grew tired 
of her worthless husband and sued for a divorce, 
which was granted, and soon Mrs. Guiteau mar- 
ried again. Guiteau grew morose, and ina year 
or two died. People said he was demented. 

“When was that?’’ 

**That was about thirteen years ago, I think.’’ 

“When did you first start to school with 
Guiteau?”’ 

“I think it was about 1850 or 1851, and we went 
to school together ynti! the war begun, when | 
went to the war.”’ 

**What sort of a scholar was Guiteau”?’’ 

“He was bright as a dollar in books and always 
knew his lessons well. He was above the average 
in that. Then he, too, could declaim well, aud 
the teachers would often call him out to speak 
for visitors. He was particularly heavy on ges 
tures. But while he was bright in books there al- 
ways appeared to be a ‘‘screw loose somewhere”’ 
about him and he was considered the fool of the 
school and figured as the butt of every joke. 
The boys played all the tricas that schoolboys 
could invent, and every time the unususpectiug 
Guiteau came outthe worse for it. You could 
maks him do anything. We haye sent him from 
boy to boy for hours upon the slightest pretext, 
and he would never suspect anything wrong or 
that we were playing jokes on 
hoi. Whenever anything was to be 
done that required a fool, “the d——d fool Guit. 
teau,’’ asthe boyscalled him, ‘was always elected 
to fill the position.” 

“Was he quarrelsome?”’ 

“Well, I can’tsay that he was exactly, but when 
he was aroused be could fight with blood in his 
eye.” 

“What became of him after you left home for 
the war.”’ 

“He went to Chicago. I am not sure, but I 
think his father drove him from 
home. They lived in the next block to 
us in Freeport, but I was away from home and 
can’t be positive. It was about the close of the 
war that he went to Chicago. The letter of his 
father to his uncle John, which you*have pub- 
lished, was a very good description of the young 
mnan’s character and disposition.”’ 

“What is the fellow's full name?" 

“Charles Julius Gujteau. [ happen to kaow, 
because when be was small we called him Julius, 
and as he grew Older we called him Charles.” 

“Was he much in a fight?” 

“No, he was never large or strong and wes 
nearly always thrashed in a fight. He woyid use 
auy sort of a weapon ina fighi, though."’ 

“How old is he now?’’ 

“I should guess avout thirty-five."’ 

“What seemed to be the trouble with him?” 

“I can’t tell, but we always thought there was 
a loosescrew about him somewhere. He lacked 
a balance wheel.”

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| A BLOODY CHAPTER, 


ALMOST EQUAL TO A TEXAN TALE, 


A Rovolting Orime Brought to Light ia Savan- 
nah—Two Men Stabbed in Clinch Oounty— 
Another Stabbed in Berrien—A Negro 
Woman Killed by Hor Nicos. 


Savannah News. 
One of the most revolting crimes that has 
ever been commttted in this city, and 
probably in the state (the details of which 


than of America) came to light yesterday, 
after having been concealed from human 
eyes tora quarter ofa year. The murder 
was perpetrated and the body hidden with- 
in a few feet of a thoroughfare where hun- 
dreds of people pass every day, and 
in a thickly settled neighborhood. It 
appears that early last February two for- 
eigners, who are known a3 Maltese men, 
though natives of Tunis, Africa, named 
Andrew Parvio and Carlos Parego, rented a 
small shop in the two-story wooden build~ 
ing on Siate street, one door east of Dray- 
ton, owned by and adjoining the premises 
of Mr. Phillip Hermann, and next tothe 
residence of Mr. John Nicholson. This 
store is a. small place, about ten feet square, 


and for years has been used as an ice house 
for supplying the immediate neighborhood 
with ice. In one corner of the shop is an 
ice box, about six feet high and three feet 
wide, with the same depth. The new occu. 
panis opened a fruit and peaput stand, but 
apparently did little business. They were 
‘also peddlicg about the streefs, Parvio 
selling lemons and Parego doing a business 
in bottled images—that is, images made of 
wood, adroitly put in bottles, The first 
named was apparently the “head of the 
firm,’’ and assuch in the latter part of 
March paid the rent for the month of April, 
in advance, at the same time informing his 
landlord, Mr. Hermann, that he was about 
leaving thecity fora month forthe pur- 
po:e of bringing his wife and child to this 
country, and wished to retain the place. 
He aiso made similar statements to several 
merchants from whom he had been buying 
fruit, at the same time paying something 
on account of bills he owed. The shop 
was closed and nothing more was 
thought of its late occupants, though a 
weekr so after their departure the neigh- 
bors complained of offensive odors about 
the premises; butan examination of the 
place revealed.only a lot of decaying fruit, 
which was removed, and the matter passed 
from remembrance. Three months having 
elapsed and Mr. Hermann hearing nothing 
of his late tenants, and an opportunity to 
rent the shop being offered, he concluded to 
have itcleaned. Yesterday being a holi- 
day, he thought he would examine the 
stock in trade, which consisted of a small 
assortment of raisins, nuts, candies, etc. 
While Mr. H, was looking about the mea 
gerly stocked shelves, aservant who was with 
him opened the door of the ice chest and 
saw what she thought to bea shoe. She 
called Mr. H.’s attention to it, and, in at- 
tempting to pull it out, discovered that 
attached toit was ahuman leg. At once 
the suspicion of a horrible crime flashed on 
their minds, and Mr. Hermann immediately 
dispatched a messenger to the police bar 
racks, and in a short time Lieutenant How- 
ard anda detail arrived on the spot, and 
also the coroner, Dr. Sheftail, and Dr. 
George H. Stone. The work of getting the 
body out of its narrow quarters, in which 
it had been packed in lime, charcoal 
and rice chaff, was begun at once, and 


in about an hour the remains were 
exposed to view, and were taken ont 
and stretched upon the floor. The body 


was much decayed, the organs being ali 
gone, and the limbs almost fleshless. It 
had on two coats. ove a blue surtoat and 
the other apparently gray, and dark pants 
and heavy shoes; the hat of the murdered 
man was also with the remains. In the 

keis were afew pieces of coin. Drs, 
heftall and Stone held an examination, 
which resulted in the discovery of three 
stabs in the breast, over the heart, and 
around the neck was found a piece of rope, 


known among sailors as rattling or 
marlin, tightly drawn. The. first 
im pression of those present ~ was 


that Parvio bad murdered his partner Pare- 
go, and thus concealed the crime, but on a 
further examination of the body it was 
found to be that of quite an old man, and 
several Italians, who had arrived by this 
time, recogaized the remains as those of 
Stephen Capela, an image seller,and a 
native of Italy, whom our citizens will re- 
member haying seen about town last winter 
and early spring. He had had rooms on 
Broughton siree , near Price, and at about 
the time that Parvio and Parego shut up 
their shop, he informed his landlady that 
be was going away and would be back in 
abouta month. He left, and his landlady 
has never heard of him since. Ot course, 
the crime and the motive for it are 
veiled in mystery at present, but a the- 
ory for the commission of the horrid deed 
is that Parvio and Parego, who are said 
to have been desperate. characters, discov- 
ered by some meansthat Capela had con 
siderable money, (which his landlady 
represents atabout $2,000), and determined 
to murder him and get possession of it 
They cultivated his acquaintance and 
_—— that he go with them to Bruns- 
wick, where he would have an opportunity 
of disposing of some of his wares. These 
matters having been probably arranged, 
theold man gave notice of his intended 


departure to his landlady, as _ stated, 
and took up his abode for 
the pnight with his friends (?), 


who, while pretending so mruch interest in 
him, were secretly plotting against his life. 
Once in the shop, one of them, it as as- 
samed, slipped the cord round his neck and 
strangled him, preventing his making an 
outcry, while the other stabbed him to the 
beart. Having accomplished their bloody 
work, they deliberately packed the body in 
the ice chest; they then possessed them- 
selves of his reg paid the rent in ad- 
vance to prevent their crime being discov- 
ered until they were safe out of the country.

The Cause of the Reported Panichy 
Feeling. 
“Gath” in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I was talking to day to a shrewd young man 
who has been at the head of several large enter- 
prises, and occasionally operates on a large sca e 
in Wall sireet. ad 

“What is the condition of the street now’’’ 
said I. 

“It is for the time being rather pasicky. The 
cause of it is believed to be Vanderbilt disturb- 
ing the street by threatening to break the railroad 
rates down, and it is generally believed he does 
it to buy stocks low.”’ 

My friend then told this story: ‘‘Vanderbilt,”’ 
said he, ‘‘when he went to Europe left orders to 
buy thirty thousand shares of stock on a certain 
declining scale. He happened to say to 
his brother-in-law Osgood before he went 
away that Lake Shore was doing very 
well. Thereupon Osgood wentin and bought Lake 
Shore, preventing it falling to the figure Vander- 
derbilt expected. When Vanderbilt got home he 
had not got his stocks, and then you began to see 


rumors in the Dewspapers and on the street that 
Mr. Vanderbilt could take care of hi . and 
that the New York Central road was not satisfied 


with the way its competitors were 
bebaving; that the Erie railroad cut the 
rates, and that the Baitimore had 


cut the rates, and the New York Central would 
do as it pleased. These rumors spread around 
the street and made a flutter.

Shall the. Assassin Escape ? 

In the midst of the confusion which 
was the result of the attempt to take the 
president’s life, the suggestion has been 
made in various quarters—by our north- 
ern exchanges principally—that hereaf- 
ter it will be necessary to surround the 
executive head of the government with 
some of the safegwards that the crowned 
heads of the old world have deemed piu- 
dent and necessary. The suggestion is 
perhaps natural to the confusion of the 
moment, but it is utterly obnoxious to 
the American idea. It is a concession to 
the imperial notions of the age whicl: the 
people of this couptry cannot afford to 
see made. Itis to some extent an ad- 
mission that the republican system is a 
failure, and this admission the people are 
not willing to make. 

It is quite true that the law makes no 
adequate provision for the punishment 
of those who make attempts upon the 
life of the president. This omission is 
not due, as bas been suggested, to the 
failure of the framers of the government 
to contemplate such a crime, but is the 
result of a desire to magnify the office of 
president as littleas possible. It is prob- 
able that the fathers of the republic could 
not conceive of an attempt to take the 
life ofa president freely chosen by the 
people, and it is certain that they 
never ~ dreamed that under our 
system a powerful political organization 
would engage in defamation, bribery, 
perjury and all manner of corrupt prac- 
ticesin orderto retain control of the 
offices of the country. The one contin- 
gency was aa likely asthe other, but 
doubtless neither was suggested to the 
minds of those whe invented the ma- 
chinery of our government and set it.in 
motion. 

Butif they had foreseen both, the 
prubability is that they would have left: 
the remedy to the wisdom and discretion 
of the generation most nearly concerned. 
It is not necessary to. surround the 
person of the president with 
the paraphernalia of imperialism in order 
to protect him against the. assaults of 
political enemies and office-seekers. The 
law very properly makes no distinction 
between the person of the president and 
the person of the humblest citizen. This 
is true republican simplicity, and this 
simplicity would be marred by any stat- 
ute which aimed to-exalt the person of 
the president above those who have 
chosen him to do their will. 

Should. President Garfield die, the 
punishment of the murderer would 
be swift and sure, but should he 
recover, what penalty will the assas- 
sin be called onto pay? Under the law 
as it stands, he could be convicted of 
assault witl .atent to kill, but the pen- 
alty—a few years’ imprisonment—is to- 
tally inadequate to the foul nature of the 

horrible attempt. ‘tis not an ordinary 
crime, and ordinary punishment will not 
satisfy that stern sense of justice which 
recognizes the nature and extent of the 
calamity which the assassin attempted to 
bring upon the country. 

It has been the pleasure of Tur Con- 
STITUTION on numerous occasions 
to hotly denounce extra-judicial 
measures in the punishment 
of crime, no matter what the nature of 
the crime. We have denounced, and we 
shall continue to denounce, every mani- 
festation of that peculiar lawlessness 
which appeals to the court of Jadge 
only interfere with the operations of the 
law, but are barbarous and criminal in 
themselves.

The First Day. 
THE SENATE, 

The state senate met in adjourned session 
yesterday morning at ten o'clock pursuant 
to adjournment, aod was called to order by 
President Boynton. Prayer was offered by 
Rev, John W. Heidt, the chaplain, Rev. 
John P. Dancan, having died since the last 
session. On the call of the roll all the 
senators answered to their hames with the 
exception of Mr Carter, of the 12th and Mr.

There was some misunderstanding as to 
the hour when the legisiature should con- | 
vene yesterday, but the resolution of ad | 
journment set the hour at 10 o’clock on | 
the first Wednesday in July. Accordingly | 
at that hour yesterday Speaker Bacon | 
rapped his gavel, and called the house of | 
representatives to order, 

There was a remarkable full attendance.

purposes, and avy person violating tie provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty cf a felony, 
and on conviction ther¢for shali be pun shed by 
imprisoumentin th? penitentiary for a term not 
less than one year nor more than five, or fined in 
sum not less than five hundred por 
more than five thousand dollars for 
each oflense, and one or both of these penalties 
to be imposed in the discretion of the court.

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SPARKS’S SKETCHES. 


Early History of Georgia. 
Written for The Constitution. 

One of the most remarkable men identi 
fied with the history of Georgia, was Colo- 
nel Benjamin Hawkins, whose life, frori 
purely patriotic motives, was devoted to 
the services of the country. 

He was born in the county of Bute, now 
Warren, in the state of North Carolina, on 
the 15th of August, 1754. Huis parents 
were Philomal and Delia Hawkins, of pure 
English descent. In his native gounty, 
Benja:nin Hawkins received at the common 
schuols of the country the rudiments of an 
education. His parents, having means, de- 
termined to give him a liberal education, 
sent him to Princeton college, New 
Jersey, where he remained until the 
revolution suspended the exercises of 
the college. He had assiduously devoted 
himself not only to the yegular course of 
the college siydies, but had acquired the 
Vrengh language. Upon leaving college he 
went into the army, 
conspicuous, 80 much so as toattract the 
notice of the commander-in-chief, Wash- 
ington, havingto communicate with the 
French officers in the American service, 
found it necessary to do gq in the French 
language. lnacguainted with this lan- 
guage, he found 1¢ necessary to have on his 
staffan oflicer who understood and could 
speak it. At once he transforred tc his 
military family Captain Hawkins. He was 
then yery young, hut was wise beyond his 
years, His ardent tem perament and intense 
energy, with his great application to the 
duties of his position soon made him 
& prominent member of the staff of the 
commander-in-chief, in which capacity he

of Tecumseh and other agents of the per 
fidious English, this bad not happened.” 
Th was the commencement of the 
waning of the influence of Hawkins with 
that porfion of the Creek tribe. The big 
warrior was a man of mind and exercised 
wonderful influence with his people in the 
concentrating of the tribe upon the terri- 
tory of the Cnattahoochees. He saw a trou- 
ble that was likely to result most disas 
trously to the entire nation; aad he felt 
that Hawkins could have prevented this, 
and preserved to his people their lands, 
His confidence was lost in the agent, and 
consequentiy his influence with at least 
that portion of the tribe was weakened 


For long years he had held pre eminently 
this confidence, »nd through it 
almost unlimited control over the na- 
tion. He knew he bad lost it, and knew 
too well the character of the Indian to hope 
he should ever be abie to regain it, and he 
contemplated the resiguation of the posi- 
tion as agent. In this determination he 
was disappointed by his death, which oc- 
curred early in the month of June, 1816, 
and very soon after the seizing the lands of 
the Indians, 

From the moment be assumed the duties 
and responsibilities of ludian agent Colonel 
Hawkins abated not one day tne strici dis 
charge vf his duties, accomplishing every- 
thing expected of him. He averted a c>n- 
templated war, which necessarily mu 
have been most disastrous to both the 
whites and Indans, He promoted emi- 
nently the interests of both people, bat he 
could not coutrol a fate which was, and is, 
inevitable—the gravual but certain de- 
struction of the lodian 1ace upon this con- 
tinent. But be certainiy p,stponed the 
progress of the causes leading w this result 
for many yesrs Nature had formed him fom 
the cou:crol of mea, and had his destiny 
directed him to another field. for which he 
seemed :0 well fi:ted, he might and proba- 
bly would have icf. a name as o eul the 
foreinost men of his ege. Hechosce differ- 
enty, and it m-y be that his life, though 
léss famous, was more u-eful to his race 
than if he had directed it differently. All 
his family were distinguished for ability. 
His brother was goveruor of North Car- 
alina, and his ester was the mother 
vf the lamented Bishop Leonidas Polk, 
who fell in the late conflict between 
the states,and within sight of the spot where 
these lines are written. His mother was 
remarkabie fortalent and sterling charac- 
ter, which was quietly transmitted to her 
posterity. . 

Colonel Benjamin Hawsins wes remark- 
abie for great fixity of purpose, untiring 
energy, close application to business and 
unyieldingintegrity. His talents were ofa 
very high order, aod his mird well culti- 
vated. When General Moreau was an exile 
from France, he visited America and spent 
sometime at the Indian agency as the guest 
of Colovel Hawkins. He said aau Ameri 
can gentleman in New Orieaus during hig 
gojourn in that city, that Coloue!)

government. But it is not remarkable that 
he should suppose he was wasting his life 
and avilities uselessiy. A Frenchman con- 
siders a life wasted which sacrifices fame for 
any consideration or any position when it 
cannot be easily earned, whatzver good 
tay result from the sacrifice toa people or 
a nation. 

In the pursuit of his duties Colonel 
Hawkins did not neglect his priva‘e inter 
ests. He accumulated a large fortune, 
which he left to three daughters. Thetwo 
oldest of these have the names of the Indian 
tribes amongst which they were born, 
My and Cherokee. This was flattering 
to the Jndians who adopted them into their 
@ibes, and was an evidence te them of the 
sincerity of the attachment of their father 
to their people. Through all the years of 
his agency he kept a careful record of oc- 
curing evonuts,and especially as to the 
histozy, habits and character of the Indi- 
ans. Unfortunately, all hig papers were 
destroyed by fire soon after hisdeath. Had 
they been preserved we should have known 
Myon Of the segret history of the times, and 
af the character of this most remarkable 
man, He was an enthusiast in his at- 
tach ment for the Indiana, had 
earefall studied their charac- 
ter—and knew them better than any 
man who hes ever associated or lived with 
them. What hi; services were to them 
and to his own peopie oaly those who were 
his cotemporaries, or who are eurious to 
inquire inte bia history know. They were
